If the required consent is not obtained, the 
transferee judge may not acquire jurisdiction of the case and has no authority to enter any orders 


therein.” 
Under a statute providing that where an action pending in the state supreme court affects the 


administration of a decedent's estate, the supreme court may remove the action to the surrogate's 
court "upon the prior order of the surrogate's court," it has been held that no prior consent of the 
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surrogate is necessary to a transfer; rather, it is the court's duty to accept the transfer if it be so 


ordered by the supreme court.”
